A year ago we Americans permitted our- 
selves to relax, thankful that World War II 


was over, proud of our part in its successful 


prosecution, and confident that our form 
of government — and all that it means to 
us — had been preserved against a vicious 
and determined onslaught. We of course 
knew that there would be eertain inevitable 
problems of peace-making to solve, certain 
domestic war. strains to relieve; but few of 
us then foresaw even in small measure the 


threats which today hang over our way of 
life, and over the Constitution which was 
adopted for the precise purpose of insuring 
that way. ‘, 

Those threats are posed within our own 
land, by Communists; by their dupes, whom 
we may charitably call our “political mor- 
ons’; and by that more intelligent, but thor- 
oughly unscrupulous, group among us who, 
disguising themselves under the viciously 
false labels of “liberal Democrats”, “liberal 
Republicans”, “progressives”, and “non- 
partisan labor leaders” and other misnomers, 
actually draw on Communistic dogma to 
promote the sale of their spurious political 
wares, These internal threats are. vastly 
cugmented by the menace of Communist

Serious as is the impending internal chaos 
resulting from years of Constitutional ero- 
sion, nevertheless at present another and 
probably even more immediate aspect of 
danger is the threat posed by Communist 
Russia — of whom a prominent churchman 
has advisedly said: “Communism denies 
the right, dignity, and liberty of man. Com- 


munism permits no individual liberty. Com-: 


munism holds that ,religion,. the belief in 
God, is‘an opiate of the people”. ~ 


Seldom a day passes that the atheistic 
Stalin, through his controlled press, radio 
and puppet government, does not attack 
our form of government, our private citi- 
zens, our public officials, and impugn the 
motives of our press and radio. Meanwhile 
Molotov, Stalin’s ‘man Friday”, wears 
down, confuses and tries to gobble up and 


enslave the people of the world through » 


his maneuvers at the conference which was 
intended to write a world peace — and his 
counterpart, Gromyko, plays a Similar role 
at the United Nations’ Conference. As late 
as Februaty of this year, in a war-like speech 
to his people, Stalin announced a fifteen- 
vear plan to strengthen his fighting’ forces. 
Why does he need an enlarged fighting 
force, when the peoples of the world are 
prepared: neither mentally nor physically 
for another war; when, aside from the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations and the Un- 
ited States, most of them are actually. pros- 
trate? 

Stalin wrote a book. Stalin called his 
book, “Problems of Lenin’, and in that book 
Stalin disclosed the purpose for which he 
now wants this fighting force. He said: “It 
is inconceivable that the Soviet Republic 
could continue to exist — side by side with 
industrial states — ultimately one or the 
other must conquer.” Are we by any chance 
within Stalin’s definition of an industrial 
state? 

During and since World War II we have 
provided Russia with war and rehabilitation 
material worth upwards of twelve billions 
of dollars — equal to the total combined 
wealth of the States of Colorado, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, South Dakota, Utah 
and Wyoming. Stalin not only has used 
much of this material for political purposes, 
but also, since and even while accepting our 
help, has carried on a vicious Hitler-like 
propaganda against us — designed, of 
course, to cause his people and his satellite 
countries to. fear, distrust and even hate us. 
The Yugoslav attack on our planes — ap- 
proved by Stalin’s mouthpiece, Pravda — is 
typical of a pattern of aggressive action 
maintained by the Russians throughout the 
past two years. All of this is in large mea- 
sure the result of the policies of the admin- 
istration to appease Russia, and thus to ob- 
tain the votes of the real enemies of our 
Constitution, masquerading as liberals, and 
their moronic fellow-travelers. Each con- 
cession has only whetted Stalin’s appetite 
for greater concessions. And even today 
there are actually those in our country who 
would further appease Russia by making 
available to her our industrial know-how 
and the secret of the atomic bomb. 

Is there anyone in this room who feels 
that Russia would be less difficult to get 
along with if she, and not we, had the secret 
of the bomb? Have those appeasers for- 
gotten that Stalin and Hitler became part- 
ners in 1939, at which time Stalin said there 
was no reason why Communism and Nazi- 
ism — which was actually the most highly 
developed form of Fascism — could not live

together in the same world? This partner- 
ship, by assuring Hitler of a one-front war, 
made World War II inevitable. 

The appeasers offer not the slightest as- 
surance that Stalin would not use,our in- 


dustrial know-how and the secret of the 


atomic bomb against us if we made them 
available. On this matter of getting along 


with Stalin, President Roosevelt, crippled 


and in ill health, made three trips, hat in 
hand, to see and appease Stalin; President 
Truman went to see and appease Stalin; 
Winston Churchill made many trips to see 
and appease Stalin—and finally very vocally 
attested to their futility. So far from being 
appeased, Stalin, by every move he makes, 
continues to confirm what he said in his 
book: that Soviet Russia and industrial states 
cannot “continue to .exist’”’ in the same 
world, and that “ultimately one or’ the other 
must conquer.” If Stalin is the victor, lead- 
ers of every nation on the face of the earth, 
including our own, will take their orders, 
not from the people who elected them to 
public office, but from Stalin’s Kremlin — 
and that only begins to suggest the prob- 
able concrete consequences to you and me 
as individuals. 

What should our government do about 
this threat to our existence as a free people? 
If it abandons wishful thinking and appease- 
ment; if it establishes and adheres to an 
intelligent foreign policy; if it maintains 
an army, navy and air force commensurate 
with its responsibilities as a world power; 
if it presents to Russia the absolute certainty 
that it is so determined on ultimate peace 
and on freedom of the individual that it will 


wage another all-out war for them — then, 
and only then, will it have done its duty in 
preserving the Constitution against its for- 
eign enemies, At the same time it will have 
rendered that new war far less probable. 
_ Our government, as a result of the vital- 
ity that still remains in our Constitution, 
is still intended to be. only the voice of our 
people. The Constitution intended that 
our government’s acts should represent the 
collective judgment of our people, In prac- 
tice, its acts tend to represent the collective 
judgment of those particular people who 
manage to make their judgments heard. 

_ If the preservation of all that we have 
is Important to you, then make your judg- 
ments heard, and heard widely. Make them 
heard by direct: communication to those 
who now purport to represent you. Make 
them heard by your vote in the elections 
of your representatives to come, Still more 
‘mportant, make them heard in your com- 
munity now, and again and again prior to 
those elections, so that your FELLOW CIT- 
IZENS, in crystallizing THEIR views may 
have the benefit of yours, ; 

Our fundamental liberties are at stake: 
there is actually being posed — both from 
within and from without — the -serious 
question of whether we will be able to re- 
main a free people. 

Exert every ounce of 
muster, avail yourselves of every iota of 
influence you have over the thinking ip 
your community, in shouldering the for- 
midable and challenging task of preserving 
our Constitution which will keep us free 
men and women.

‘ busy themselves to save what is left of them- 


selves. The new religion to come will be a 
Post-Protestantism, 

What are the things against which it will 
rebel? . It will rebel against any form of re- 
ligion which puts form above dynamics, and 
letter above spirit; which splits personality 
into body and soul;. which preaches against 
moral sin only; which divorces emotion from 
the moral decisions of the will. 

The real challenge of the world today 
is that of facing squarely and honestly the 
problem of the equality of man. There can 
be no true democracy without this equality. 
and it must be a complete equality. Such 
equality is not monopolized by democracy 
or Christianity, for it existed before either, 
and can exist without either, Political, social, 
educational equality, equality of 6pportun- 
ity and equality before the law are all but 
pieces of this complete equality. In the lack 
of racial equality which exists in the world 
today lie the seeds of World War III. 

Racial inequality is a world-wide problem. 
The present war has let loose forces beyond 
our control. People have learned about 
freedom and they won’t go back to the stag- 
nant bastard air of second-class citizenship. 
Religion is now allied with the forces of the 
status quo, and it is against all these forces 
that the coming revolution will lash out. 


Man is essentially religious, so we shall al- 
ways have religion. But it will have to be 
a dynamic religion. It will have to shape

In addition to the hundreds of miles of 
territory and millions of population listed 
above that have been fenced in by the War-

The Rudsiens Violate Women 

When with our help the Russians took 
Berlin they perpetrated the worst orgy of 
rape in the history of Christian Europe.

State Bulletin, Aug. 12, 1945, p. 208). 
What gangsters? Have the abettors. of 
the most beastly and large-scale raping in 
history a right to call anyone else gangsters? 
The Swiss paper Weltwoche (Jan. 11, 1946) 
relates how when recently three theater- 
goers, an American, a German, and a Rus- 
sian, calléd on the star during intermission, 
she said, “Excuse me for looking so bad, 
but I was raped twice coming here and so 
suffered anervous collapse.”” And the Swiss 
reporter goes on to say that it is so custom- 
ary in Berlin for women to be raped, coming 
and going, that one hardly notices it any 
more! And President Truman sees all that, 
drinks champagne with Stalin, and agrees 
to rob and expel twelve million German 
men, women, and children from their homes 
and homelands as a punishment for. so- 
called German crimes! Where is American 
chivalry gone to ?, What if our women were 
so treated? ‘When you hear the tales of 
the brutalizing of women from the eastern 
front,” writes Novelist Dos Passos, “you 
think with a shudder of those you love and 
cherish at home” (Life, op. cit.). If a con- 


queror violated our women, then we would . 


begin to understand what real atrocities are. 
Perhaps it will come someday. If it does, 
we will have deserved it, we who screamed 
when the Germans executed the British-sent 
murderers of a governor and their concealers 
at Lidice, and don’t raise a whimper when 
the Russians violate a million women and 
hundreds of nuns! 

The Austrians, Too, Were 

Liberated -- and Ravished 

“We Allies are no monsters,” said Chur- 
chill, and we come to liberate you, especially 
you Austrians!” Well, a British chaplain re- 
ports that in one Austrian town he knew 
of 3000 women under treatment for rape 
(“Listening In” op. cit.). In Vienna, sup- 
plementing Cardinal Griffin’s charge that 
100,000-women had been raped many times, 
John. Dos Passos, three mionths in Europe 
as a correspondent for Life, reports, 

“The Viennese tell you of the savagery 
of the Russian armies:;, They came like the 
ancient Mogol hordes out of the steppes, 
with the: flimsiest supply. The people in 
the working-class districts had felt that when 
the Russians came that they at least would 
be spared. But not at all. In the working- 
class districts the troops were allowed to 
rape and murder and loot at will. ‘When the 
victims complained, the Russians answered, 
“You are too well off to be workers; you 
are bourgeoisie” (op. cit., p. 24). 

And we have asked these people to help 
us prosecute seven million Germans for al- 
leged war crimes!

In Hungary something dramatic enough 
finally happened to get some little space in 
the daily press, A Hungarian bishop was 
shot!

“Besides looting, it is especially the rap- 
ing of women which has. caused the most 
suffering to the Hungarian population. 
These violations were so general: (from the 
age of 10 up to 70 years) that there are prac- 
tically few women in Hungary who could 
escape this fate. Acts of incredible brutality 
have been registered’and many women pre- 
fer to commit suicide in order to.escape mon- 
strosities. Even now, when order is more 
or less re-established, Russian soldiers will 
-watch houses where women live and they 
will return there at night totake them away” 


Why Don’t We Protest. This 
Harsh-Peace Debauchery of Women? 

The apostolic “Four Freedom’ interven- 
tionists have brought Christian women the 
foulest mass tragedy in history, The Pope, 
the German bishops, two or three bishops 
here and in Britain, the Quakers, a few cler- 
gymen, scholars and: socialists protest in 
agony --- but the self-righteous re-educators 
of Germany leeringly cry for more harsh 
peace, and work unctiously to bring Spain’s 
Christian women to the same debauchery!

By continuing day af- 
ter day and month after month to murder 
and deport all who criticize, it finally reduces 
its victims to a terrorized mass of individ- 
uals whom it then compels to vote for a 
Soviet candidate under penalty of losing 
their bread cards, which are. nothing less 
than permits to live.’’
